R. Hinton formerly a Trooper in the Kings. Guards, and lately. re- 
; moved-from the I indſor-Caftle at Charing-Croſs to the Windſor-Ca- . 
He in Green-Dragon- Court | in the Strand; where he had kept-an Ale-Houle 
for about Two Months, and having been ſome Days out of Town on ſome 
extraordinary Buſt neſs, leaving his Wife to inannage affairs in his abſence, 
but returning home on Wedneſday was Sevennight laſt, found one Edward 
Williams in his Houſe, and (as fome ſay) too familliar with his Wife, or at 
leaſt took too much coniani upon him in his ablence, and to agravate the 
[matter his Wife was at the fame time diſorder 'd in Driuk:: Whereupon high 
and provoking Word: bcing—given on both ſides, Mr. Hinton, (tho at 
other times a very moderate and peacable Man) having ſome Tobacco Pipes 
Jin his Hand, threw them at his \Wife,” which occafion?d Williams, (who was 
then preſent) to draw his Sword, but Hinton*s Maid in vindication -of her 
Maſter ſtepr'd between, and endeavourd to keep them aſunder, and had in 
all probability perform-d that good Office had, not her Miſtreſs thruſt her | 
afide; ar which time (as we ate inform'd) Williams takiog.the oppertunity 
made a paſs at Mr. Hinton, and ſuch att unfortunate one, that the point of 
the Sword run into his Throat or Guller, and (as fome ſay) had repeated bis 
violence upon him had he not been prevented by Neighbours coming in; but 
notwithſtanding all the endeavours that could be uſed either by Surgeons of 
others, he languiſh*d from Wedneſday the zoth of Ofteber till Thurſdey the 
2th of -Noveniber and then Dyed of his Wound at which time Williams the 
Murtherer made his Eſcape, and not before, having ( as we are credibly 1 in- 
form?d ) Din'd with Hirton's Wife ſeveral times fince he had given him his 
mortal Wound, and once ſince he Dyed ; which behaviour of hers rowards 
the Murtherer of her own Husband, has been much taken notice of by - her 


ciphbours, and no lefs reflected upon by her Husbands Relations. 


Whereupon 'the Coroners Inqueſt Sat yeſigrday on the view of his Body, and after
